Federation's Hall of Fame in 
Baltimore. Strongbow said 
his induction 
was the pinna- 
cle of his wres- ina 
tling career, i aay” 
which spanned th 
more than four 
decades. : 

Born on a Eee 
reservation 
near Pawhus- 
ka, Oklahoma, 
his initial fame 
came in Olym- i 
pic weight- 
lifting. Despite 
his success in 
the weightlift- = 
ing arena, the wrestling ring 
beckoned him. As soon as 
he joined the Federation, he 
was a hit with the fans on 
the East Coast. His tenure 
began in the 1960s and last- 
ed for over a generation. 

In the early 1970s, 
Strongbow focused his en- 
ergies on tag team competi- 
tion. He and former partner 
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7 HEROES OF YESTERDAY, 
— TODAY AND TOMORROW 


Sonny King captured the 
Federation Tag Team Belts 
and held them for a re- 
spectable period of time. 

Billy White Wolf and 
Strongbow warred with leg- 
endary teams during the 
mid-1970s and 
had memorable 
fz, matches with 
Pa the Execution- 
ers. Chief and 
fi) brother Jules 
Strongbow 
also captured 
the Tag Team 
Title and in the 
process defeat- 
ed duos such 
as the Wild Sa- 
moans and the 
Moondogs. 

Strongbow, 
whose wres- 
tling style and sacred Native 
American war dance were 
as original as his stunning 
headdress, was the recog- 
nized force behind every 
team he joined. Thus, he 
was able to make the transi- 
tion to singles wrestling with 
few problems. 

Strongbow feuded with 
such infamous superstars as 


Spiros Arion—who de- 
stroyed the Chief's sacred 
headdress—Big Bobby Dun- 
cum and Greg "The Ham- 
mer" Valentine. In fact, 
Strongbow faced Valentine 
in an Indian Strap Match at 
Madison Square Garden in 
the late 1970s. The match 
drew over 23,000 screaming 
Strongbow fans to the Gar- 
den and is still considered a 
classic by thousands in the 
New York area. 

In the 1980s, Strong- 
bow's career would reach 
new heights. In the early 
1980s, he competed in the 
singles division and on the 
tag team scene with 
monumental suc- 
cess. Things, how- 
ever, changed a few 
years later. By 1986, 
feeling that he had 
done all he could in- 
side the ring, Strong- 
bow decided to hang 
up his headdress 
and wrestling moc- 
casins for good. 

Federation brass | ¢ 
felt differently. They 
realized his accom- 
plishments in the 
Federation and thus 
offered him a posi- 
tion as an official, a 
job he holds to this day. As 
an Official, he has many du- 
ties, which include enforcing 


regulations, levy- 
ing fines against 
unruly wrestlers 
and making cer- 
tain that athletes 
and referees ar- 
rive at arenas in 
a timely fashion. 
It goes with- 
out saying that 
the Chief im- 
posed a stiff fine 
on IRS, who bru- 
tally ambushed 
Strongbow and 
Tatanka during 
an episode of Superstars 
last year. Although Tatanka 
has since tumed on the fans 
and his Native American 
brethren by embracing the 
comforts and evils of the 
almighty dollar, Strongbow 
still maintains a presence of 
authority within the Federa- 
tion. Furthermore, he also 
maintains a memory in the 
hearts and souls of every fan 
who had the privilege and 
honor of watching him wres- 
tle during his colorful career. 
Away from wrestling. 
Chief enjoys a lifestyle that 
includes golf (he once shot 
a 74 on a difficult 18-hole 


course), bass fishing and 
spending time with his won- 
derful wife, Mary. WF

As | reported in a guest editorial several 
issues ago, Bob Backlund was my childhood 
hero—a man who was of strong moral fiber, a man 
who never fretted about a challenge and who always gave 

his time to children of all ages. 

| have seen Backlund wrestle on countless occasions on 
television—and perhaps even more at the New Haven Coliseum in 
Connecticut. Backlund’s career, both on the amateur mat at North 
Dakota State University and on the professional canvas, inspired mé 
in various ways. He was the epitome of a modern athlete. He was 
wrestler's wrestler—a man who invented countermoves for almost every h 
known to the squared circle. 

But things have changed. Backlund has evolved—or, depending on 
viewpoint you prefer, devolved—into a man who exudes not a passion for COM: 
petition but a bitterness for life, an abhorrence for everything new in the worlds: 

Maybe a glimpse at his career might shed light on the current Bob Backlund, 
the 1990s version of a man who meant so much to so many in the 1970s and 
1980s when he was the World Wrestling Federtation Champion. 

Let's rekindle his glory days at North Dakota State University. In the early 
1970s, Backlund, who was born and raised in Princeton, Minnesota, was an 
outstanding athlete in football and wrestling. However, it was the amateur mat 
that beckoned Backlund; he wanted to use the amateur mat as a launching pad 
to bigger and better things. 

He did just that. In 1972, Backlund won the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) wrestling championships in his weight division. 

His national fame garnered much attention, not only from respected 
people in academia but from the professional world. In fact, he caught 
the attentive eye of one Arnold Skaaland, who was probably the 
toughest man to ever lace up a pair of wrestling boots. 

Skaaland was impressed with Backlund's skills and undertook 
the task of training Backlund and then managing him in the 
professional ranks. It was a prudent move; Backlund 
became an overnight success: in the wrestling indus- 
try, defeating athletes with far more experi- 
ence and far fewer scruples than he.

Once he made his World Wrestling 
Federation debut, Backlund became an idol. His 
quickness and remarkable wrestling skills, both of which 
conspired to make Backlund a legend on the amateur mat, 
worked well for him between the ropes. He crushed one 
major superstar after another, often before capacity crowds 
in venues such as Madison Square Garden in New York City 
and the Civic Arena in Pittsburgh. 

In February 1978, Backlund attained the greatest 
achievement of his career. He won the Federation Title in a 
match that | saw on television from the Garden. That was 
it. I, like so many other youngsters, was hooked on the 
World Wrestling Federation, and Backlund was THE reason! 

In the years that followed, | watched Backlund defeat 
every superstar who entered the Federation. The best 
wrestlers of the era fell before Backlund. On television, | 
watched Backlund outwrestle such competitors as the Gold- 
en Terror, Big Bobby Duncum, Mr. Fuji and former Olympic 
weightlifting medalist Ken Patera. In New Haven, | saw 
Backlund battle wrestlers such as Pat Patterson and 
Ray "The Crippler” Stevens in memorable 
matches, one of which ended (via double 
count-out) when Backlund trapped Pat- i 
terson in a figure-four leglock on the fo 
timekeeper's table. 

In 1980, | was privileged to watch 
segments of matches that took place at 
Shea Stadium in Flushing, New York. 
Nearly 43,000 fans converged on the 
home of the Mets and witnessed history 
in the making as Backlund and Pedro ) 
Morales beat the Wild Samoans for the | 
Tag Team Championship. 

It was a beautiful picture, but policy 
wouldn't allow it to flourish. To that end, | 
then-Federation President Willie Gilzenborg jj 
ordered Backlund to relinquish one of his Mie 
belts because Federation bylaws state that "no one athlete 
can hold two championships at one time.” With Morales’ 
consent, Backlund surrendered the tag team belt and 
focused on his singles career. 

Backlund would enjoy two more years of prosperity and 
prominence in the World Wrestling Federation, beating one 
Superstar after another. He probably would have continued 
to do so had he not wrestled the Iron Sheik in December 
1983, a match that would be the turning point for 
wrestling as the world knew it. 

It was a fateful night. Although Backlund (who entered 
the bout with a severe neck injury) wrestled brilliantly 
against his opponent, it wasn't enough. While Backlund 
suffered under the strain of the Sheik's dreaded Camel 
Clutch, Golden Boy Arnold Skaaland—a man who shared 
in so many of Backlund's triumphs over the years, a man 
who thought of Backlund as a son—threw in the towel 
to end the carnage. It was done with Backlund's 
health and best interests in mind.

In fact, Backlund 
was quite popular with the fans and wrestled with 
marginal success against superstars such as Adam 
Bomb and Razor Ramon. However, he wasn't 
winning on a regular basis, and he wasn't re- 
ceiving the title shots he felt he deserved. 

By early 1994, many within the Fed- ‘, 
eration, including fellow wrestlers, be- 
lieved Backlund's best days were 
behind him. | heard similar 
scuttlebutt in the locker 
rooms and couldn't swal- 
low it. Backlund was
